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The First Post-War Session 


The first session of Canada’s post-war 
parliament has ended. It was a busy ses- 
sion and lasted 76 days. For practically the 
whole period the members worked under 


high pressure, sitting mornings, after- 
noons and evenings toward the close 
When they found time for committee 


meetings—and sleep—they alone can say. 
There was little delay for lack of import- 
ant business on harri; the order paper was 
packed in all but the early days, and the 
Commoners knew when they started a 
sitting that they could not clear the docket 

As a matter of course the session did 


not produce all the results hoped for. No 
post-war session of any legislature ever 
did that. So far as Canada’s part in the 


re-settlement of world conditions is con- 
cerned, good progress was made. The 
Charter of the United Nations was ratified. 
The Washington agreement for the keep- 
ing of atomic secrets was approved. The 
Bretton Woods agreement and the plan 
for an international bank were endorsed. 
Nothing was omitted that was required to 
facilitate the setting up of the international 
machinery for preserving peace 

To ensure the sale of Canadian products 
abroad, Britain was extended credits to the 


amount of $500 millions, and other coun- 
tries to the amount of $750 millions. To 
prevent economic dislocation at home, cer- 


tain of the wartime control 
government were extended. 
Among the disappointments 
Session was the failure to extend im- 
portant tax-reduction people of low 
Incomes; aggravated by the action of the 
Commoners in voting themselves a tax- 
free increase in pay of $2000 each.
